Al-Qaida group says it was behind attack 

Al-Qaida in the Arabian Peninsula on Monday claimed responsibility for the 
attack on a US. airliner bound for Detroit on Christmas Day, saying it was 
retaliation for a US. operation against the group in Yemen. 

In a statement posted on the Internet, al-Qaida in the Arabian Peninsula said 
23-year-old Nigerian Umar Farouk Abdul mutallab coordinated with members 
of the group, an alliance of militants based in Saudi Arabia and Yemen. 

Yemeni forces, helped by US. intelligence, carried out two airstrikes against 
al-Qaida operatives in the country this month. The second one was a day 
before Abdulmutallab attempted to bring down a Northwest Airlines flight as 
Abdulmutallab it prepared to land in Detroit, ap

President Obama says he has ordered a review of 
the nation’s watchlist system and of its air safety 
regulations, and has asked his national security 
team to keep up the pressure on terrorists aiming 
to attack the U.S. 

Obama says U.S, officials are doing everything 
in their power to ensure Americans are safe in the 
wake of the Christmas Day attack on a Northwest 
Airlines flight bound for Detroit, 

The president, issuing a statement Monday 
during his holiday vacation in Honolulu, says U.S, 
authorities will not rest until they find everyone 
involved in the attack in Detroit and hold them 
accountable, 

Obama’s remarks were his first in public about 
a Nigerian man’s alleged attempt to bring down 
the airliner. 

Meanwhile, Homeland Security Secretary Janet 
Napolitano conceded Monday that the aviation 
security system failed when the man, with a US, 
visa in his pocket and a powerful explosive hidden 
on his body, was allowed to board a flight from 
Amsterdam to Detroit, 

The Obama administration has ordered inves- 
tigations into the two areas of aviation security— 
how travelers are placed on watch lists and how 
passengers are screened— as critics questioned 
how the 23 -year-old charged in the airliner attack 


was allowed to board the Dec, 25 flight, 

A day after saying the system worked, 
Napolitano backtracked, saying her words had 
been taken out of context, 

“Our system did not work in this instance,” she 
said on NBC’s “Today” show “No one is happy or 
satisfied with that. An extensive review is under 
way” 

Billions of dollars have been spent on aviation 
security since the Sept, ii, 2001, terrorist attacks, 
when commercial airliners were hijacked and 
used as weapons. Much of that money has gone 
toward training and equipment that some secu- 
rity experts say could have detected the explo- 
sive device that Umar Farouk Abdulmutallab is 
accused of hiding on his body. 


Abdulmutallab has been charged in federal 
court with trying to detonate the device as the 
plane approached Detroit, The device burst into 
flames instead, according to authorities, and he 
was subdued by passengers. The plane landed 
safely 

A federal judge in Detroit postponed until Jan, 
8 a hearing on a request by the government to 
obtain a DNA sample from Abdulmutallab, No 
reason was given, 

Harold Demuren, the head of the Nigerian 
Civil Aviation Authority, said Abdulmutallab paid 
cash on Dec, 16 for the $2,831 round-trip ticket 
from Lagos, Nigeria, to Detroit via Amsterdam, 
Demuren said Abdulmutallab checked into his 
flight with only a small carry-on bag.

The opening scene of Marvel’s next comic 
book series goes where many Chicago Bears 
fans pretty much feel this year’s football season 
already has: Soldier Field is blown to smither- 
eens. 

In Siege No. i, writer Brian Bendis and art- 
ist Oliver Coipel kick off a four-part series that 
Marvel officials say was “seven years in the 
making,” involving every major Marvel char- 
acter in “the greatest assembly of heroes and 
villains you’ve ever seen.” The first book is due 
out Jan. 6. 

Tom Gronkowski, a cashier at Graham 
Cracker Comics in the Loop, has been hear- 
ing Marvel’s hype about the Siege series for 
years, saying snippets of the impending series 
appeared in issues of other comics. And the 
irony of the field being destroyed isn’t lost on 
Gronkowski. 

“It’s been a disappointment to say the least,” 
Gronkowski said of this year’s Bears season. “I 
guess the Marvel world won’t really miss Soldier 
Field.” 

Gronkowski has noticed a surge of com- 
ics being infused with current events but has 
mixed feelings about the trend. 

When President Obama made an appear- 
ance in the tail-end of a Spider-Man comic, 
Gronkowski said the issues flew off the shelves. 
Now, one copy remains in the store— asking 
price $120. On the other hand, an issue about 
Obama’s dog Bo sat idle for months before 
an article about it helped prompt a sellout, 
Gronkowski said. 

“It can be useful when it’s done well,” 
Gronkowski said of wrapping in current events. 
In this case, Gronkowski thinks the stadium’s 
fictional explosion is a timely— and amusing- 
coincidence, given the Bears’ performance on 
the field. 

After all, most Bears fans would concede that 
even Captain America couldn’t save the team 
now. 


LED traffic signals can 
be obscured in winter

Towns across Illinois and nationwide have 
switched to LED traffic signals because they 
burn brighter, last longer and save money by 
using 90 percent less energy than older incan- 
descent bulbs. But they also emit less heat, 
meaning they sometimes have trouble melt- 
ing snow. 

This has caused problems across the 
Midwest. In Wisconsin earlier this month, 
snow blanketed LED traffic lights in some 
towns, leading to “crashes at intersections 
where drivers aren’t sure whether to stop or 
go,” according to The Associated Press. 

Manufacturers say they are aware of the 
problem and have looked at solutions, such as 
adding a heating element to LED signals. But 
adding heat would diminish the energy sav- 
ings of LED signals, said Roy Burton, chief 
executive of Dialight, an LED traffic-signal 
manufacturer. 

“We can remove the snow with heat, but 
the cost of doing that in terms of energy use 
has not brought any enthusiasm from cities 
and states that buy these signals,” Burton 
said. “They’d like to be able to take away this 
issue, but they don’t want to spend the money 
and lose the savings.” 

Those savings can be significant. When 
west suburban St. Charles installed LED traf- 
fic lights at Eirst and Illinois avenues in 2005, 
energy costs dropped more than 80 percent, 
from $63.30 a month to $9.95. 

Communities also save money on replac- 
ing signals because LED lights last up to 10 
times longer than incandescent bulbs. And 
they can receive funding to cover upfront 
costs. The Illinois Clean Energy Community 
Eoundation has given out $9.9 million 
in grants for 150 government agencies to 
upgrade traffic signals at nearly 5,400 inter- 
sections around Illinois, according to the 
foundation’s Web site. 

Meanwhile, the Illinois Department of 
Transportation has aggressively pushed for 
replacing incandescent traffic signals with 
LED lights, requiring communities that 
install red-light cameras to use LED traffic 
lights at those intersections because they 


burn brighter, said Priscilla Tobias, an IDOT 
safety engineer. 

LEDs “are much more visible to the motor- 
ist so they have more time to see the traffic 
signal and react,” Tobias said. “Not only are 
we addressing energy efficiency, we’re also 
improving safety at intersections.” 

In Chicago’s suburbs, engineers say snow 
can cover LED traffic signals, but only under 
certain conditions— wet, driving snow and 
freezing temperatures— and rarely every sig- 


nal at an intersection. 

They say the problem is easily remedied 
by maintenance crews using brooms and 
occurs so infrequently— once or twice a win- 
ter— that it does not outweigh the benefits of 
energy efficiency 

“Maybe it takes longer to melt and you 
have to go and clean them off, but it’s part of 
the trade-off for years of energy savings,” said 
Tony Khawaja, a traffic engineer for the Lake 
County Division of Transportation. 
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Abused girl’s body returned to Chicago 


Euranus Barron on Monday covered the body 
of her 2-year-old daughter in a Tinker Bell blan- 
ket and hugged her, the mother’s tears dampen- 
ing the girl’s cheeks. 

The blanket was a Christmas gift that little 
Orionis Barron-Taylor didn’t live to open. She 
will be buried in a gold and ivory dress and tiny 
tiara, what would have been her holiday outfit. 

“I’m not going to see my daughter anymore,” 
Barron said earlier, crying. “I’m not going to 
hear her laugh.” 


About a month ago, Barron, 22, of Humboldt 
Park, sent Orionis to a St. Louis suburb to live 
temporarily with relatives while the mom 
worked two retail jobs and planned to start 
school in January Barron said she had believed 
the time apart would give them both a better 
life in the long run. 

Orionis died Dec. 19 after authorities say she 
was abused by her great-aunt’s boyfriend. 

Police said the toddler suffered a skull frac- 
ture, burns on her left hand, bruises on her back 


and buttocks, and internal injuries. 

Her body was returned to Chicago on a 
flight donated by Wings of Hope, a St. Louis- 
based nonprofit that provides transporta- 
tion for healthcare and other humanitarian 
causes. 

The casket arrived at Midway Airport about 
noon Monday and Barron viewed Orionis’ body 
a few hours later. 

Marquicio Johnson, 33, of Hazelwood, 
Mo., is being held in the St. Louis County Jail 


in lieu of $250,000 cash-only bail. Johnson 
was charged with first-degree assault and 
endangering the welfare of a child, said 
Hazelwood Police Lt. Jim Hudanick. He 
said authorities might ask for the charges to 
be upgraded pending the medical examiner’s 
full report. 

Hudanick said the toddler’s great aunt was at 
work when the alleged abuse occurred. 

Johnson was caring for Orionis at the time, 
police said. 


More states 
join fight over 
Asian carp

Legal forces in the Upper Midwest arrayed against 
the invasive Asian carp Monday, as Minnesota 
joined a lawsuit with Ohio and Michigan apply- 
ing legal pressure to seal off Illinois’ carp-infested 
waterways from the Great Lakes. 

The lawsuit, filed by Michigan before the U.S. 
Supreme Court last week, raises the potential 
that the Chicago and O’Brien locks in downtown 
Chicago and south suburban Burnham might be 
ordered closed — an outcome that would have 
major repercussions in the Chicago area. 

Hundreds of millions of dollars in freight 
and recreation in northeast Illinois would have 
to be rerouted or reorganized if the locks were 
closed. 

But the state of Michigan says it is suing Illinois 
and other parties to protect a more vital economic 
interest: a fishing industry on the lakes worth a 
reported $7 billion annually 

Ohio joined the suit last week. On Monday, so 
did Minnesota. 

The sums at stake underscore the powerful and 
emotional interests aligning on either side of the 
advance of carp. 

A trade group for the barge industry, the 
American Waterways Operators, says closing 
the locks would disrupt shipments of jet fuel, 
coal, road salt and other products. Backers of 
the Michigan lawsuit, including the Alliance for 
the Great Lakes, downplay the impact, arguing 
that much of the inland navigation would remain 
unchanged except for transfers at or near the 
locks. Still, new infrastructure would have to be 
built to transfer cargo. 

Undisputed is that overwater shipping provides 
much of the muscle behind the region’s shipping 
capacity, and that it is now in play with mounting 
concerns over the voracious carp.

Police were in the area of the 8200 block of South 
Evans Avenue and heard shots about 7:30 p.m., 
said Chicago Police News Affairs Officer Michael 
Fitzpatrick. An area resident also called police after 
hearing seven to eight shots, he said. 

No one was in custody, and police have no motive, 
police said.

Sheen was arrested on suspicion of men- 
acing, second-degree assault and criminal 
mischief The affidavit also lists a charge of 
domestic violence, which authorities had 
not previously mentioned. Sheen is free on 
$8,500 bond. 

Chief Deputy District Attorney Arnold 
Mordkin said Monday that Sheen’s next 
court appearance is Feb. 8, and no decision on 
whether to prosecute him is expected until 
shortly before that. 



6 kids, 3 adults killed in fire 

STARKVILLE, Miss. Fire gutted an apartment in a rundown corn- 
s' plex Monday, killing three women and six children, including 
several family members taken in because they had nowhere else to 
go, officials and neighbors said. 

The children were ages 6 months to 6 years. 

Latasha Brown, who lives downstairs, said she never heard smoke 
detectors, but a neighbor banged on her door around 4 a.m. to tell her 
to get out. She grabbed her 3-year-old son and 9 -year-old daughter and 
ran barefoot into the cold. 

“It was horrifying,” said Brown, 28. “I’ve never seen anything like 
it in my life.” 

Fire Chief Rodger Mann said investigators have no evidence to sug- 
gest someone set the blaze. 

‘A fire investigation is like a puzzle,” he said. “'We’ve got to get 
enough pieces of the puzzle to get a picture of what happened.” 

Autopsies were ordered on the bodies of the three women, authori- 
ties said, and may also be ordered on the children.

Cutler has been lobbying for the big receiver all 
season and Aromashodu finally got extensive play- 
ing time in place of Hester two games ago against 
the Packers. He caught a team-high eight passes 
for 76 yards and a touchdown in a 21-14 loss. Then 
Aromashodu struggled the next week against the 
Ravens, making some curious if he was a one-hit 
wonder. 

Monday night, he proved that wasn’t the case. 
And he might have secured himself a spot in the 
Bears’ future.

If this Bears team had shown up two months 
ago, there might not be jobs on the line at Halas 
Hall. 

As it is, the firing squad still figures to assem- 
ble at this time 
next week when 
a season that has 
fallen well short 
of expectations 
comes to a mer- 
ciful end. But on 
Monday night at Soldier Field, general manager 
Jerry Angelo got validation on his youth move- 
ment or the Bears got a big dose of false hope 
for what promises to be a busy offseason. 

For the first time this season, the Bears had 
a balanced and potent offense with Jay Cutler 
leading the way in a 36-30 overtime upset of the 
Minnesota Vikings. 

Cutler hit Devin Aromashodu on a 39 -yard 
touchdown pass in overtime to give the Bears 
the victory and raise their record to 6-9 going 
into the season finale Sunday at Detroit. The 
winning score was set up when Bears linebacker 
stripped the ball from Vikings running back 
Adrian Peterson and the Bears recovered on 
the Minnesota 39. 


The Bears had taken a 30-23 lead with 4:55 to 
play in regulation on a Cutler-to-Earl Bennett 
20 -yard touchdown pass, only to see Brett 
Favre march the Vikings back for a game-tying, 
six-yard TD pass on fourth-and-goal to Sidney 
Rice with 16 seconds remaining in regulation. 

The Bears received the kickoff to open the 
overtime period and moved into field-goal 
range, but Robbie Gould missed a 45-yard 
attempt wide right. 

The Vikings appeared to be unraveling at the 
worst possible time, having lost three of their 
last four games, and the Bears took it to them 
when the only thing they had to play for was 
pride and the chance to leave a late impression 
on the decision-makers. 

Maybe the best outcome of the game was the 
job Chris Williams did at left tackle protecting 
Cutler’s blind side vs. Jared Allen. He got a lot 
of help from running back Matt Forte but held 
up well in his first major test, good enough to 
give Angelo reason for confidence heading into 
2010. 

A strong effort against a good team came at 
least a month too late. Much more was expected 
from the Bears, even if few gave them a chance 
to succeed here. With the new year will come a 
resolution for change.

On the same day Pacers president Larry Bird supported 
embattled coach Jim O’Brien, Bulls management declined 
to address Vinny Del Negro’s future as speculation contin- 
ues to swirl. 

That left Del Negro, who matches wits against O’Brien 
on Tuesday, to fend for himself after an espn.com report 
claiming the Bulls contacted Doug Collins recently about 
the coaching position. 

“Oh yeah, absolutely,” Del Negro said when asked if he 
felt he had management’s support. “I talk to them every 
day But when you ask those questions, it’s easy for me to 
say that.

Through a team spokesman, general manager Gar 
Forman declined to address reporters.

Nevertheless, the Tribune previously reported Del Negro 
isn’t expected to finish his three-year contract.

The Tribune independently reported Collins won’t be 
taking over the Bulls imminently The Tribune hasn’t con- 
firmed whether ESPN’s report that the Bulls asked Collins 
to coach is accurate. If so, that would represent a significant 
shift in organizational philosophy In 2007, executive vice 
president of basketball operations John Paxson signed off 
on Collins’ hire, but chairman Jerry Reinsdorf and Collins 
mutually decided the fit wasn’t right.

MEESTER 
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Do you spoon?

REDEYE 

Last month, Playboy named Chicago’s Diner 
Grill to its A-list of lo diners “that truly 
embody the American late-night experi- 
ence.” 

Calling the 24-hour Diner Grill “a trib- 
ute to all things Formica and fluorescent,” 
Playboy lauded its signature heart-attack- 
on-a-plate. The Slinger— a monstrous pile 
of hash browns, burger patties, cheese, over- 
easy eggs and chili— as irresistible to “drunks 
and gourmands alike.” 

Formica, fluorescent lights, grease galore 
and drunks — the very things that drive some 
restaurant-goers out the door are what others 
love most about their neighborhood greasy 
spoon. 

And sure enough, shortly after i a.m. on a 
recent Sunday, every stool at the Diner Grill, 
1635 W. Irving Park Rd., was occupied, and 
a steady flow of late-night partyers kept the 
flat grill sizzling and the counter buzzing. 

“It smells like vomit in here!” a customer 
exclaimed as he walked into the narrow diner 
with a group of rowdy friends. The restaurant, 
housed in an old train car, was playing “Hotel 
Rwanda” on an old TV in one corner, while a 
jukebox in the other corner spilled the occa- 
sional Guns N’ Roses or Johnny Cash. 

For the record: RedEye detected no vomit 
smell, and in fact the worn white counter was 
clean, the floor was swept and the grill was 
scraped of grease at a regular clip. 


But the pros manning the grill didn’t 
flinch, accustomed to the rowdy brutes who 
come in as the bars close , and served the atti- 
tude right back at the customers. The witty 
banter with the cooks, wearing aprons and 
paper hats, is one reason the Diner Grill is 
so popular. 

“They’re nice when you go in,” said 
Jacqueline Jablonski, who lives in Wrigleyville. 
“Tbu’re drunk and they don’t care.” 

Jablonski, 26, described the feeling of the 
diner as “like sitting in your own kitchen,” 
while her friend Amy Peterson, 25, said she’s 
drawn to the “ageless, timeless concept” of 
diners and comfort food. 

Adam Bogrow said the main appeal of 
greasy spoons is that it serves up food you 
can make at home, but don’t want to— and 
they do it lightning fast. 

“I like the aura of the place,” said Bogrow, 
27, who lives in Lakeview “You get the grease, 
you get the food, and that’s all you’re looking 
for.” 

It’s not just an after-bar stop. 

Omkar Bhatt said he likes to eat there day 
and night, in large part because it lacks ambi- 
ence. 

“There’s a lot of places around here with 
ambience,” said Bhatt, 26, who lives in 
Lakeview. ‘A place like this is extremely rare 
in Chicago.” 

And then there is The Slinger, which 
comes with a certificate if you finish it in 
one sitting. 
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Alvin Yu, a personal chef and self-professed food snob, can tell 
before taking a bite whether a restaurant is worth his money 

Uneducated servers are an immediate turnoff, Yu said, because 
if they can’t speak intelligently about the food, they can’t steer 
him to the best dishes. Chipped plates also are unacceptable, 
as are table settings that don’t match the ambience— a five-star 
restaurant with paper napkins, for example. 

His biggest pet peeve: Pretentiously small portions. 

“If I have to go out and eat a hamburger afterward, that’s not 
a good sign,” said Yu, 31, of Edgewater, who owns the personal 
chef service Fyusion. While food is the most important measure 
of any restaurant, bad service and dirty digs can be dining deal 
breakers— something restaurants can barely afford in the best 
of times, let alone in this tight economy when diners are cutting 
back on eating out. 

Sales at full-service restaurants (counting only food and 
nonalcoholic beverages) are down an estimated 8 percent this 
year over last, according to Technomic, a Chicago-based food 
industry research and consulting firm. Though there are signs of 
improvement— sales were down 6.3 percent in September versus 
12 percent in August— Technomic says restaurants are experienc- 
ing “perhaps the worst market conditions the restaurant indus- 
try has seen in nearly 20 years.” 

People with smaller disposable incomes are choosier about 
where they go on the rare occasions when they do dine out, so 
restaurants are advised to be on their best behavior. 

“When the opportunity to enjoy a meal purchased away from 
home does occur, consumers want to be very sure there are no 
surprises,” Technomic said in a white paper released earlier this 
year that described the “winning restaurant formula” to satisfy 


the changing consumer. “If, for whatever reason, the overall 
meal experience does not match the dining party’s expectations, 
there may not be an immediate opportunity for a do-over.” 

For many Chicagoans interviewed by RedEye, bad service is 
a prime dining deal breaker. 

Michaela Boddie said it bothers her when the restaurant host 
or hostess acts indifferent when she walks in. 

“If you can’t treat me like you even care that I’m here, then I 
should just go,” the Gold Coast resident said. 

Boddie, 20, said repeat mistakes also are unforgivable. She 
said she abandoned her favorite taco joint after the staff got her 
order wrong on several occasions and then, as the last straw, for- 
got to include silverware in her takeout bag. 

A snobbish attitude is enough to keep Jean-Pierre Nunez and 
his wife, Margaret Quinlan, from returning to a restaurant. The 
Uptown couple remembers trying a trendy new pizza spot in 
Ravenswood that everyone was raving about and found it over- 
rated, overpriced, with an hour-long wait and a staff that couldn’t 
have cared less. 

“Even if there are food problems, as long as they’re nice and 
try to fix it, that’s OK,” said Nunez, 36. 

Cleanliness is another make-it-or-break-it factor in the dining 
experience. 

Michael Berkos, 41, of Tinley Park, said he can’t stomach a 
restaurant where he sees servers or cooks scratching their heads, 
rubbing their noses or failing to wash their hands. 

Dirty silverware and lipstick-stained glasses have diners 
like 2i-year-old Emina Halilovic of Edgewater running for the 
door. 

For Lela French, sticky tables are deal breakers, and she always 
checks out how dirty the floors and windows are. 

“If they can’t clean the windows and floors, I don’t even want

to know what goes on in the back,” said French, 26, who lives in 
the South Loop. 

As for 44-year-old James Chiles of Washington Heights, any 
restaurant cited by city inspectors for sanitation violations is 
dead to him, even if management abides by the requirement to 
clean up and pass reinspection before reopening. Chiles said he 
can’t trust that they won’t revert back to their dirty habits. 

Of course, the level of service, cleanliness and ambience 
expected depends on the type of restaurant and how much 
money you’re shelling out to dine there. 

Yu, the personal chef, has high standards for fine dining, but 
will tolerate far coarser conditions at casual eateries and greasy 
spoons —including a favorite Chinese barbecue restaurant, where 
during one visit he and his companions spotted a cockroach on 
the wall. 

“We just looked at it and kept eating our food,” Yu said. 

And did he ever go back? 

“I go there once a week,” he said. “That’s just something you
